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[57] ABSTRACT 

A quick release skip pole strap system includes a novel ski 
pole strap that attaches to a ski pole grip. A locking mecha- 
nism within the ski pole grip automatically engages with a 
strap pin. A button attached to a side of the ski pole grip, 
when depressed, causes the strap pin to automatically eject 
from the ski pole grip decoupling the skier from the ski pole. 
The skier can depress the button without having to remove 
his hands from the ski pole grips. The ski- pole strap in one 
embodiment is made of an elastic material that automatically 
pulls the pin from the ski pole grip and holds the ski pole in 
a "ready to plant" position.
